PRESS DOWNPLAYED REPORTS OF SECRETARY'S SECOND DAY IN PEKING, 
EMPHASIZING INSTEAD PREMIER CHIANG'S VISIT TO ROC MINISTRY OF 
ECONOMICS AND OTHER ECONOMIC NEWS. ENGLISH LANGUAGE CHINA POST 
(30,000) DEVOTES ENTIRE PAGE TO CHINA-RELATED STORIES WITH 

NO MENTION ECONOMIC ITEMS. CHINA POST HEADLINED UPI 
"PEIPING" REPORT: "NO AGREEMENT SEEN AS P ING TALKS REACH 
CRUCIAL STATE." SECOND PLACE GIVEN TO "ANTI-AMERICAN CLAUSE"
